troy and nullify, his or her rights, as the case may be, who shall

and from thence to Chattahoochee river, making in all eight I 
shares. The road to be cut and opened twenty four foot wide,

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Resolved by the Committee and Council, in General Council 
convened , That the ‘property of Cherokee, and other women 
citizens of this Nation, after their marriage shall not be taken 
or disposed of in any manner contrary to her c onsent, for the 
purpose of satisfying a debt contracted by her husband, nor shall 
the property of the husband be liable to seizure, or otherwise 
to satisfy the debts contracted by the wife. 

Be it further Resolved , that whenever a levy may be made on 
any property claimed either by the husband or wife, or any 
other person as not belonging to the one indebted, he or she so 
claiming.such property shall be required to enter into bond with 
security, for the forthcoming of such property at the District or 
circuit Court next to be holden in the respective District, and 
the right thereof to be then and there tried agreeably to law, and.
